The question of who »hall care for 
the indigent |ioor of the city 1» one 
which present» a rather »eriou» a»pe<;t 
to attorney» a» well a» tho poor depart- 
ment authorities. 
Suiierintendent Donaldson, who sub- 
mitted the question of when the county 
wa» to make diiitinction in regard to 
it» »upport of indiirontt of cities in the 
county was advised by Pro!»eoutlng At- 
torney Valentine that where »ueh per* 
»on» had lived in a elty one year and 
during that time had received partial 
aid from the city the county wa» not 
obliged to coniribute It» care. 


Mr. Valentine »aid today lhat al- 
though ho believed »uch to be the law 
he wa» not inclined to conHider it fair. 
He ha» written the attorney general 
regarding the matter and 1» impa* 
tiontly awaiting hi» opinion. 
It is argued that if the opinion given 
tho su|>elntendeut» i» correct anu the 
elty is comi»ollcd to contribute aid to 
such Indigent iK!r»ons who have been 
residents of the city a year the effect 
will 1)0 disatrou». Pauiier» from the 
village» and cltlcM of the county will 
bo dumped into thi» city by the wagon 
load», an enterprlMe which the mimrin- 
tondont»of the poor would be inter- 
ested in promoting. 
Hy till» mean» the county would be 
greatly relieved from tho burden the 
care of the jxior thrusts U|)on It. Af 
u>r »upiH>rtiiig the army of indigent» 
indiscriminately unloaded upon the 
city, for a year it would withdraw its 
aid loavinur an aggregation of heipleso 
jMiupcrs a charge upon the city. , 
would bo tho inevitable result it is 
thought, and in a few years half of the 
|H)pulatlon of the city would bo [>au- 
|K!rK. 
If Attorney General Maynard'sopin 
ion in the matter 1» In conformity with 
that of ProBocutor Valentine the auth 
oritle» of thl» city are not decided a» 
to what cour»e will \h' taken to over- 
come what apiiears to be an unfair di» 
crimination. A test case to ascertain 
the tonablllty of tho county'» ¡NMition 
will probably be made.
